Claimants, ST, LOUIS UNION.TRUST COMPANY AND‘WALTﬁR R. MAYNE, TRUSTEES
UNDER TRUST AGREEMENT WITH‘CHARLOTTE BISCHOFF CROSS DATED'APRIL 1, 1'953, who
as Trustees owned "Belen" bonds.issued.ﬁy,the Asséciatidh 6f‘thé.ReIigious |
Community of the Company of Jesus of Bethiehéﬁ College of‘Havané, assert,a
claim under Title V of the Internatibnal.ClaimS-Séttlemeﬁﬁ Act of 1949, aé
amended; against the Government of Cuba because of ité nationalization of

said Company.

In our decision entitled the Claim of Gustavus Basch (Claim No. CU=-0972

which we incorporate herein by r@ferén@e), we held that the properties of the

‘College were nationalized or otherwise taken by the Government of Cuba on

May 3, 1961, and that this type of claim is compensable to an American na-
tional under the facts and conditions set forth therein, _We need nét again
detail here the reasons or the méthod ﬁseﬁ.in de£@rmining the value per
$1,000 bond of $459.17 including inter@st.ﬁo May 3, 1961,

On the basis of evidence in the_fecétd in tﬁe @nétant»gase, the Commise
sion finds that thesevcléimants come within the.tefms.ofvthe ggggg decision;
that the trust beneficiaries_have b@@d Amefican_ﬁationals at the requisiﬁe
times; and that they have held tw0'$15000906 and one $500,00 Belen bonds
since prior to May 3, 1961; and that they sufferédra 1st in the ambunt of
51,147,933 within the meaning of Title ¥ of the Act, Further, the Commission

finds that the amount of loss sustained shall be increased by interest
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thereon &t the rate of 6% per annum from May 3, 1961, the date of loss, to
the date on which provisions are made for the settlement thereof. (See

Basch, supra.)

CERTIFICATION OF LOSS

The Commission certifies that ST. LOUIS UNION TRUST COMPANY AND
WALTER R, MAYNE, TRUSTEES UNDER TRUST AGREEMENT WITH CHARLOTTE BISCHOFF CROSS
DATED APRIL 1, 1953, guffered a loss, as a result of actions of the Government
of Cuba, within the scope of Title ¥ of the International Claims Settlement |
Act of 1949, as amended, in the amount of One Thousand One Hundred Forty-seven
Dollars and Ninetyethree Cents ($1,147.93) with interest thereon at 67 per

annum from May 3, 1961 to the date of settlement.
